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CaNnpDIDATEs for the new Hospital Corps have been 
numerous this weex, and there will be no difficulty 
in securing the authorized number of acting hos- 
pital stewards and privates within the Army. This 
corps affords much scope for inteiligent men, and it 
is to be hoped that none but the very best material 
will be admitted. 








Tue General Order announcing appointments, 
promotions, retirements, etc., in the Army, since 
the adjournment of the Senate on March 4 last, will 
be issued from headquarters this week. It will show 
forty-eight promotions, fifteen appointments (exclu- 
sive of graduates assigned in June) one transfer, 
fifteen retirements, three resignations, one commis- 
sion vacated by appointment (Merritt), sixteen 
deaths, one desertion (Shaw), and one dismissal 
(Wilcox). 


Ir is gratifying to learn that in a recent official 
letter Secretary Endicott intimates that he does not 
consider it necessary to reaffirm the opinion of the 
Secretary of War dated Jan. 20, 1877, which is still 
binding upon officers of the Army. It was Secre- 
tary Cameron who made the decision in question, 
and we give it verbatim: ‘‘ I decide that the old in- 
terpretation of the late 88th, now the i03d of the 
Rules and Articles of War, under which a deserter 
might be tried by Oourt-martial without regard to 
the length of his absence, notwithstanding the 
limitation clause in the said article, shall continue 
to be in force.” 








THE English Admiralty very injudiciously refused 
to furnish any information to the press concerning 
the naval manoeuvres. As to this, the Army and 
Navy Gazette says: ‘* The press has done a great 
deal for the navy by keeping up the public interest 
in it and its doings. Correct accounts of these 
operations could only have done good; in fact, their 
teaching cannot be overrated. Had recognized cor- 
respondents been allowed on board the contending 
ships, the reasous for the movements of the Ad- 
mirals might have been explained. As it is, the 
failure of Hewett and FitzRoy has place a black 
mark against their names in the public estimation 
which it will be hard for them to shake off.” 





From correspondence that reaches us we infer 
that at some posts there is a laxity in the execution 
of the sentences to confinement at hard labor im- 
posed by Courts-martial in the cases of enlisted 
men. One correspondent writes: ‘‘ Here it is a 
common practice to ‘parole’ prisoners, and actually 
the genera] prisoner has much more freedom and 
less to do than the duty private.” It has often oc- 
curred to us that it might be beneficial to establish 
more system with reference to cases where tbe sen- 
tences to hard labor have to be executed at posts. 
ie Little to do and plenty to eat” is not likely to 

. press upon the mind of the inmate of the guard- 
house or the cell that he had “better not do it 
again.” 

Tae handsome model of the Charleston, made 
ander the supervision of Chief Constructor Wilson, 
has been loaned by Secretary Whitney to Mr. Scott, 
of the San Francisco Union Iron Works, the con- 
tractors for the vessel, for exhibition at the fair of 
the Mechanics’ Institute to be held in San Francisco 
next month. Samples of some of the steel forgings 
of the vessel will be placed on exhibition with the 
model.

Union Iron Works the citizens of San Francisco 
have taken more than ordinary interest in the new 
navy, @ fact that is evinced by the large number of 
telegrams received by Mr. Scott this week from 
prominent citizens of that city congratulating him 
and the city upon the award of the contract for one 
of the 19 knot cruisers. 








Tue Admiralty and Horse Guards Gazette re- 
ferring to colonial matters says: ‘* Most of our 
colonies possess ample, and in some cases almost 
redundant populations, and yet we see but little in 
the way of military preparation or the cultivation 
of military feeling. Canada certainly possesses an 
immense militia—on paper, numbering, it is esti- 
mated, some five hundred thousand men. But al- 
though there is plenty of good stuff in the force, 
it is totally without organization, administration, 
staff, and, we fear we mustadd, discipline. It cer- 
tainly is tantalizing to see such a magnificent pa 
per establishment and to know that it represents a 
practically inoperative force. Moreover, il must be 
remembered that a large proportion are French 
Canadians, who in the event of certain contingen- 
cies could not be depended on.” 








Prince Louis, of Battenberg, is, it appears, to be 
appointed Commander, that is, executive officer of 
the Dreadnought, not to the command of the ves- 
sel. He has nineteen years’ service in the English 
Navy and appears to stand well as an officer, though 
the degree to which he is indebted for his honors to 
‘the divinity that doth hedge a king” is, perhaps, 
indicated by the fact that Oaptain Stephenson, of 
the Dreadnought, who has applied for him, is con- 
nected with the Court, having been appointed Extra 
Equerry to the Prince of Wales in 1881; that Lieu 
tenant H. R. H. Prince George, of Wales, is serving 
in the Dreadnought ; that Prince Louis was pro- 
moted over the heads of many sub-Lieutenants on 
the termination of the visit of the Prince of Wales 
to India, and that he was again promoted over the 
heads of numerous Lieutenants out of the Royal 
yacht. But, as our English contemporary, Broad 
Arrow, sagely suggests, ‘‘if German princelings are 
to be denied promotion they should not be admitted 
into the service, even when the promotion takes the 
form which is, perhaps, open to objection as a sys- 
tem of ‘taking care of Dowb.’ [his is really the 
crux.” 


Tue San Francisco Report, mirabile dictu, thinks 
well of the mingling of regular and militia troops in 
camp for mutual instruction, and holds that every 
such joint camp has been a success. The miuitia 
officers have had opportunities to study the de‘ails 
and discipline of a modern military camp, and the 
training has benefited the regulars. But the R. 

port evidently does not think the militia do so well 
by themselves, for it says: ‘‘ The ordinary exchange 
of courtesies between militia officers and their 
military guests, such as touching of glasses 
and swapping of compliments, is all well 
enough in its way, of course, but increases 
neither the efficiency of the militia nor the know- 
ledge of its officers.” Our contemporary concludes 
by saying: ‘‘ The average regular officer in militia 
centres, in and about the cities and larger towne, 
has an abundance of time at his disposal that could 
be profitably devoted to the militia, The average 
regular officer does assist the militia whenever the 
opportunity presents itself. But thus far the as- 
sistance has lacked systematic application. Some 
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lar Army officers as instructors of the militia. Gen- 
eral Sheridan is working on this line now and after 
his experimental work is over will probably offer a 
fine plan.” 








THE system of confidential reports in its applica- 
tion to the English military service has recently 
undergone important modifications. Henceforth 
reporis will be required as to each officer’s ‘‘ profes- 
sional zeal,” ‘‘ smartness in performance of duties,” 
and ‘‘ power of commanding respect.” In the case 
of a vacancy in the cavalry and infantry reports 
will required from both the commanding officer and 
the inspecting officer as to the fitness for promotion 
to the next higher grade among tte officers 
eligible thereto. In the case of the artillery, this 
opinion will be given regarding each of the fifty 
seniors; and ip the case of the engineers, regarding 
each of twenty. Star Chamber proceedings against 
an officer are ended, and henceforth when an officer 
is disadvantageously reported on, or when the an- 
swers to any of the questions in the confidential 
report are not thoroughly satisfactory, the officer 
affected is not merely to be ‘officially informed” 
in the presence of the inspecting officer, but the 
particulars of the report are to be read verbatim to 
him by the officer making the report, in presence, 
when possible, of the inspecting officer and of the 
second senior officer of the corps. 








No information has been made public concerning 
the competitive shot trials at Shoeburyness during the 
past year, but the result has been to introduce steel 
projectiles into the British Service. This compels 
a modification in the conditions of resistance in 
armor plates, and Hngineer is led to question, 
whether to meet the tremendous penetrative powers 
of steel it will not be necessary to follow the French 
so far as :o allow plates to crack through, and trust 
to bolts to hold the pieces on. It says: ‘In a mea- 
sure this may surely be admitted. The first frac- 
ture of a plate is generally across the middle. Is 
there anything so unalterable in the exact dimen- 
sions of our pl*tes that it may not be allowable for 
them to. divide approximately in half if by: such 
means we keep shot out that would otherwise pene- 
trate? We are inclined to think that we shall have 
to go some distance in this direction. We are, in 
fact, satisfied that the plates now being turned-out 
from Sheffield and sent to Shoeburyness are barder 
than they were a year ago, This is admitted for the 
face, we are incline! to believe that it is true also of 
the back. Does this mean that we are coming to 
steel instead of compound plates? Not solid steel 
on the Schneider’s system, we think, because we 
believe it is becoming more and more thoroughly 
established that its powers are played out. The 
face of a solid steel plate can only differ from its 
back by the effect of hardening, and the functions 
performed by face and back require a wider differ- 
ence in quality than can thus be given. Thus the 
face must-be too soft, or the mass and back must be 
too hard. Should plates be allowed to erack 
through, even in a limited degree, it is very possible, 
we think, that compound plates, consisting of a hard 
steel face and soft steel back may come ip, but it is 
also very possible that the present construction of 
hard steel face and tough iron back may hold its 
own, at all events at present. The main fact as 
regards plates that seems forced upon us is, that 
more cracking must be allowed, and barder plates 
must be employed to stop the forged steel projectiles

t talentéd inventor. On Tuesday, the 7th, the 
NO. 2 boat was submitted to an ordeal that could 


not possibly have been rendered more severe as a 
test of her steaming and steering powers, or as a 
trial of the nerves of those in charge. To gratify 
the curiosity of his [Imperial Majesty the Sultan, 
orders, were given for the boat to mancuvre off 
Seraglio Point, as the most convenient iocality for 
having her under observation during the whole of 
her runs. itis not often that his Majesty finds him- 
self near the water, his tastes being more military 
than naval; but the day in question, the lith of 
mazan, is one of the most sacred in the Islamite 
calendar, and the Sultan in the performance of a 
high function connected with the caliphate, has to 
many hours on the site of the old palace of 
t Bymse ne emperors. After the ormance of 
the religious duties of the day, an aide-de camp was 
espatched in asteam launch to summon the Nor- 
eldt.

fires were banked, but the required pressure—150 Ib,

It 
was amusing to bear the comments ou ber appear- 
ance. The “whale-ship" wus conferred upon her

She 
matntained he« position with the greatest ease by au 
few turpsa of the sorew, while the attendant laune 
fouud it impossible to stem it. While in thia posi- 
tiou she narrowly escaped serious injury, owlug to 
the traffic. A large lighter crossing the stream, and 
bugging the wind to save ground, passed too close 
and was struck by thesciew. Fortunately, she was 
preg and 80 it was easy to get at the bole made in 
her bottom, and she reached the shore in safety. As 
for the Nordenfelat, a few inches off the end of one 
of the blades was the only damage sustained. Being 
directed to attack a steamer lying off the Soutari 
shore as a surface boat, the Nordenfeldt, turning iu 
a little over her own length, darted across the cur- 
rent. End on, very little waa seen of her, und the 
eye once removed, she was not very reedhy disoov- 
ered again, in spite of the direction being known, on 
account of the absence of smoke, aud the very light 
color of the outside painting. Kven on the broudside 
there waa littie of the hull to be seen while running 
on acoount of the screen formed by the bow wave. 
She seems to divide the water like a plough, throw- 
jug up a bank on either side, thus forming a furrow 
in which she would have run eompletely out of view 
but for the small chimney u iy kept in place 
for the maintenanve of combustion. As she neared 
the vessel, two of water were suddenly thrown 
upwards to fall in showers of wer: Thie marked 
the moment of delivering her attack. The tube 
doors being thrown open for the release of the 
Whiteheads, the water rushing in forces out the ar 
through the vent holes at the rear, with the above- 
described effect.

PARADE OF THE NAVAL BRIGADE. 
Bar Harsor, Me., Aug. 16, 1887. 


Twe landing 1nd parade of the entire Naval Bri- 
gade of the forces of the North Atlantic Squadron, 
‘composed of the rs, seamen and marines of the 
Richmond (flagship), Atlanta, Galena, Ossipee, Yan- 
ltic and Dolphin, took place this morning, and 
proved to bea great success. — 

At eight o'cigck this morning, when the colors 
were hoisted on board the vessels of the North At- 
lantic Squadron, and the fiagship’s band played 
“Star Spangled Banner,” a general gues f 
signal was thrown out from the flagship Richmond, 
for the brigade to be in readiness toembark. Boats 
were quickly lowered from the davits, the heavy 
field artillery pieces, such as Gatling guns, Hotch- 
kiss revolving cannons, and three-inch breech load- 
ing howitzers, hoisted overboard and mounted in 
the bows of the heavy launches and everything 

otten in readiness for the battalions to embark. 

t 8.30 a. M. another combination of fi displayed 
on board the Richmond gave the final signal to the 
brigade to embark and form in columns of tows. 
Officers and men marched over the ship's sides aud 
into their ve boats, which were taken in tow 
by thesteam launches. The steam launch from the 
corvette Ossipee acted as boat, and had the com- 
manding officer of the bri e, Commander William 
Bainbridge Hoff, U. 8. Navy, together with bis per- 
sonal s on board, which consisted of the follow- 
ing officers: 

jeutenant A. C. Dillingham, adjt. gen., Surgeon 
A. F. Magruder, Asst. Paymaster R. T. M. Ball, 
Se wre Lieut. G. W. Mentz, quartermaster, 
aud P. A. Eogiveer W. M. Parks, aide.

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AWARDS FOR THE NEW CRUISERS. 


In a letter yo | 13 Secretary Whitney sub- 
mitted to the President the facts in the case of the 
bids for the new cruisers, as follows: 

“TI bave compared, with the aid of the Chiefs of 
the Bureaus of Construction and Steam Eugineer- 
ing, the various plans, and ia acvordance with their 
advice I respectfully recommend that one ship be 
built upon the Department's planus, aud that for the 
other one the bid of William Cramp and Songs for 1,- 
350, be accepted. With this latter bid original 
designs are subwitted. These plans differ somewhat 
from those of the Department. The proposed ship 
te laren in tonnage, with thicker protective deck, 
ligd: in construction in parts and stronger m 

ers. A cheaper mode of construction is adopted 
in some respects, but none but apeswess ctices 
areemployed. fhe hull designed by the Bureau is 
more expensive to build, but which is the better on 
the whole no one can, at the present time, safely pre- 
dict. Ithink thereis every advantage wm building 
both, and I so recommend. 

“As to the comparison of the bids submitted for 
the Bureau's sip, the bid of Cramp and Sons is $18,- 
000 lower than that of the Union Iron Works, 
San Francisco. You are to say whether from the 
bidding it appears that the bid of the Union Iron 
Works is a fair price for the work. It was clearly 
notintended that the lowest bidder should neces- 
sarily be entitled to the contract, for this rule was 
easy to state, and had been the law in previous 
cases. On the contrary, Congress apparently held 
iu view the difference in the conditioas of the dif 
ferent parts of the country for this work, aud in- 
tended to permit the President to consider these dif- 
ferences in determining upon what should be 
deemed a fair price. This difference of $18,000 in the 
bids will not cover the difference in freights against 
California upon materials necessary at the present 
time to be purchased in the East. Very respect- 
fully, W. C. Warrnery, Secretary of the Navy.”

The Secretary of the Navy has awarded the con- 
tracts as follows: Cruiser No. 1, the Newark, is 
awarded to Cramp and Sons for 81.245,000, according 
to the Depariment’s plaus for the hull and contrac- 
tors’ plans for machinery; cruiser No. 4 to Cramp 
and Sons (coptractors’ plans) for $1,350,000; cruiser 
No.5to the Union Iron Works of San Francisco, 
Department plans for hull and machinery for #l,- 
428,000, and gunboats Nos. 3 and 4to N. F. Palmer, 
Jr..and Co., of New York, (Roach’s assignees) at 

000 each. 

One of the contractors is quoted assaying: “It 
is easy enough to uuderstand why Pusey and Jones 
and the Atlantic Works of Boston and la firms 
in Baltimore and elsewhere did not bid for the gun- 
boats, It was known that they were to be construct- 
ed substantiully on the plans of the Cramps, and 
they had the advantage of $100,000 in bidding for 
this work by reason of their previous preparation. 
It was therefore a great surprise that the New York 
frm of Palmer and Co. should have bid less 
for the gunboats. The fact appears to be that the 
Cramps, belhheving that they were secure from com- 
petite on the gunbeats for the reasons indicated, 

too high, and lost by this miscalculation. lo 
bidding for the cruisers they made the mistake of 
laying too great a stake on their own plans, which 
were not contemplated by the law. Other bidders 
could not, of course, compete as to the private 
plans of a rival firm, and the law contemplated open 
competition. Of this fact the California contractor 
— on advantage in the position which he as- 
sumed. He had, besides, the advantage that the 
law was his powerful ally, and he made a strong ar- 
gument on this point.” 

Whatever the explanation, it is fortunate that the 
work of bullding our new navy is to be distributed, 
and not concentrated in the hands of any one firm.

REBELLLOUS UTEs. 


A DESPATCH of Aug. 12from the Mavor of Meeker, 
Col., to the Governor of Colorado, said: ** The White 
River Utes are in force above Meeker; have fired 
on the citizens and sent runners to the Uintah 
Agency for a war party. Oolorow is at the bead of 
the Utes. The citizens are abandoning their ranches 
and concentrating at Meeker. Can't you help us, 
and also have Government t-vup2 at Uiutah put in 
motion? We especially neec arms aud ammanition.” 

The Governor at once ordered the militia ont and 
telegraphed the War Departo.ent for the assistance 
of U.S. troops. Gens. Terry sad Crook were there- 
upon instructed to furnish aid, if necessary. A de- 
spatch of Aug. 17 from Denver, ex to arrive 
at Meeker Aug. 18. It would appear that the Indians 
are pushing on to therrold hunting grounds pear 
the Wyoming line, where they can intrench them- 
selves and hold out for months. If they were head- 
ing for the reservation the situation would have a 
more peaceful aspect. 

Lieut. Wm. Wilson, also known as “Ute Bill,” who 
arrived in Chicago, Aug. 17, and was lately at the 
scene of the outbreak, says Colorow has only 40 
fighting bucks in his band, but everyone of them is 
well mounted and armed. Colorow himself is 65 

ears of age, but active and hardy. The old fellow 
3 wealthy for an lodian, and bis property consists 
in horses. If Colorow should make a succeasful raid 
his band would, perhaps, be increased to 100 fighting 
bucks.

THE big ship house occupied by the Colossus is 
being cleared out to bein readiness for its new use 
as the building place of the new war vessel to be 
constructed at the Brooklyn yard. 

TxHE Inspection Board bas made a reappraisement 
of the U. 8. 8. Tennessee at New York, for which no 
proposals were received under the old appremeonens 
of $35,000, and placed ber value at $28.000. She will 
be offered at auction sometime in September. The 
old, unfinished frigate. New York, partly broken up 
in the stocks at the Brooklyn Yard, will be offered 
at the sametime. She is appraised at $2,000. The 
purchaser will have to finish breaking her up and 
remove her. 

A DESPATCH from Annapolis, Md., Aug. 16, says :

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ARMY AND NAVY GOSSIP. 


THE evil of garrison and wardroom gossip is occa- 
sionally illustrated by the appearance in some ex- 
aggerated form in the daily papers of such gossip. 
Fortunately, it is only occasionally that this gossip 
takes shape that compels the attention of those 
chiefly affected by it. Usually it is of the harmless 
sort that can be ignored with wisdom and safety, 
and the propensity to talk about the affairs of others 
is so irresistible with the majority of people 
that life for them would lose its zest if they were 
too closely controlled by the charity which ‘' think- 
eth no evil.” Even where this is in a measure 
controlling personal peculiarities will inevitably 
be made the occasion for comment. And as 
what we give in this way is surely returned 
in kind, and possibly with interest, each one 
of us may have the gratification of knowing that he 
is the source of amusement and mental exhilaration 
to others. Is it not best, therefore, to ignore, so far 
as we can, what is said of us, and to give no encour- 
agement to those who would busy themselves in 
conveying to our ears the sarcastic or possibly mali- 
cious comments of which we are the occasion? A 
gentleman should not wish to know that Mrs. Smith 
ridicules his manners or the way he wears his 
whiskers ; that Captain Brown considers him stupid; 
that Major Williams says he is a conceited fool. 
These are matters of opinion that cannot be changed 
or corrected, and to know that such remarks have 
been made can only result in unpleasant feelings 
between criticisers and criticisee. When anyone 
commences to teil an officer the disagreeable re- 
marks that have been made about him, it is best to 
at once inform the busybody that there is no wish 
to know what is said of him, and afterwards treat 
the would-be informant as a malicious mischief- 
maker. The first orders an officer should give his 
staff are that all he wants to know from them is 





whether his orders are obeyed promptly and cor- 
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rectly. If they have any reports to make of their 
brother officers it must not be verbal or by insinua- 
tion, but it must be in writing, in the form of 
charges that they are prepared to support. 

Any officer who ridicules or criticises by manner 
or language another officer in the presence of or 
hearing of an enlisted man (or officer of less than 
three months’ service) should be subjected to 
charges. If in the presence of a citizen to a repri- 
mand. When only officers are present they should 
be encouraged to discuss military affairs, move- 
ments, and individuals; it is the only way to arrive 
at sound opinions on military matters and to deter- 
mine the military reputation of individual officers. 
Heated discussions are not of much value, as they 
are apt to make officers partisans on any side they 
may have accidentally espoused. It is best to allow 
every Officer the right to confidentially, in the pres- 
ence of a few friends, ‘‘cuss” his commanding 
officer and abuse any one he pleases, subject only 
to the restraints of his own ideas of good taste and 
fair dealing. 

Justice to the Army and the individual requires 
an emphatic settlement whenever an officer 
openly denounces or openly relates stories that de- 
scribes an officer by name as dishonest in 
money matters or as lacking in veracity or 
courage, yet no outsider is~ disposed to re- 
port such stories unless it is made his 
duty, and the steps to arrive at a fair and satisfac- 
tory settlement is clearly explained by law, regula- 
tions or orders. Some officers urge the German 
court of honor, others duelling, as the proper method 
of settling matters between officers. All agree that 
some just and reasonable method should be de- 
cided upon. We have heard in open gossip stories of 
officers which if true would throw them out of all 
respectable society. In several instances the stories 
were related by their commanding officers, and it is 
supposed the commanding officers are aware of the 
other stories. Yet it seems to be no one’s business, 
and there is no satisfactory method of investigating 
and settling such matters. The Boulanger-Ferry 
episode in France shows that duelling does not al- 
ways afford a remedy, and courts of honor are in 
danger of being controlled by class feeling or pre- 
judice of some sort; so, perhaps, our rule of grin- 
ning and bearing it comes practically to much the 
same result. There 1s danger, however, that it may 
lower the standard of self respect and personal dig- 
nity which itis wise to maintain among military 
men. 











RECKLESS RECRUITING. 


THE conscientious efforts of the Commandant of 
the Marine Corps to increase the usefulness and effi- 
ciency of the venerable organization over which he 
presides, seem largely neutralized, so far as the per- 
sonnel is concerned, by the pernicious method of* 
recruiting which ie employed. This most import- 
ant duty, the selection of men to defend the flag, 
to protect by their vigils millions of public property 
and thousands of human lives, and to maintain the 
reputation of the Corps at home and abroad, is un 
fortunately delegated almost entirely to non-com- 
missioned officers. In New York and Philadelphia, 
the most important stations, sergeants have charge 
ofthe rendezvous and the general results are far 
from satisfactory. 

Instead of healthy, hearty, and respectable men 
being uniformly and rigidly preferred, one finds 
hap-hazard selections, oftentimes from the scum of 
the earth. Deserters, men ‘ bob-tailed ” from other 
organizations, ‘‘smart looking soldiers,” and men 
intemperate, or too lazy to work for a living, con- 
stitute a very large percentage of those enlisted. 
They, in turn, desert from the Marine Corps, or 
curse it with drunkenness and malingering, and swell 
the annual loss to more than’ one-fourth of the au- 
thorized strength. Courts-martial are also multi- 
plied in the Corps and disgraceful crimes in great 
number provided. ‘The demoralization, impairment 
of organization, and want of confidence resulting 
from this state of things is deplorable. The com- 
manding officers Of several war vessels have threat- 
ened to request the withdrawal of the marine guards 
from their ships if they cannot be furnished with a 
better class of men, and the commanding marine 
officers find themselves dealing with soldiers many 
of whom are destitute of desency and esprit, and 
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everlastingly in need of discipline or medical atten- 
tion for disreputable or feigned ailments. The Ma- 
rine Corps should and could contain the best obtain- 
able, and old and experienced officers of the sound- 
est judgment should be charged with the very im- 
portant duty of determining, personally, by obser- 
vation and mgid interrogation, the desirability of 
each candidate for enlistment. Surely, no one can 
for a moment belittle the importance of the most 
careful and judicious selection of recruits for 
an organization from which so much is expected, 
nor presume to defend the present method. It will 
be a great day for both the Army and Marine Corps 
when men desiring to enlist will be required to pre- 
sent satisfactory references or testimonials an 
when anyone will not do. , 








A REQUEST to be relieved from the command of 
the North Atlantic Squadron was received at the 
Navy Department on Saturday last from Rear Ad- 
miral Luce. The request was handed to Secretary 
Whitney. It is probable that an effort will be made 
to induce the Rear Admiral to withdraw the re- 
quest. Since it was made the Secretary has had an 
opportunity of meeting the Admiral face to face at 
Bar Harbor. It was not so much the fact of the 
Department’s disapproval of Admiral Luce’s action 
that gave occasion for complaint ; it was its man- 
ner. The least that could be asked was that an op- 
portunity should be given for explanation before 
publication in the newspapers. 








NeExT week, Wednesday, August 24, terminates 
the connection with the active service of the Navy 
of one of its most experienced and capable officers, 
Rear-Admiral Samuel R. Franklin, now in command 
of the European Station. He is a brother of an officer 
equally distinguished in the military service, Major 


tion with the Army was terminated by his resigna- 
tion shortly efter the war closed. The Frank- 
lins are a Pennsylvania family, and in that State Ad- 
miral Franklin was born in 1823, two years after 
his brother. He was appointed to the Navy pre- 
vious to the establishment of the Naval Academy, 
his service dating from Feb. 18, 1881. His brother 
served during the Mexican War, and the Admira) 
was present with the store ship Relief during the 
demonstration upon Monterey. During the War of 
the Rebellion he was a volunteer on board the Roa- 
noke in the action with the Merrimac, in March, 
1862, in Hampton Roads, and in which the Congress 
and Cumberland were utterly destroyed, and was 
executive officer of the Dacotah in the attack upon 
the batteries at Sewell’s Point, Va., in the spring of 
1862. He subsequently commanded the Aroostook, 
W. G. B. squadron. In 1864, he was placed on 
special duty at New Orleans, and was on the staff 
of Acting Rear Admiral Thatcher, in the operations 
in Mobile Bay in the spring of 1865, where he was 
the naval representative demanding the surrender 
of the city of Mobile. Since then he has succes- 
sively commanded the Saginaw, Mohican, Frank- 
lin, besides his service at the Mare Island Yard, in 
command of the Norfolk Yard,on hydrographic duty, 
as Superintendent of the Naval Observatory and 
President of the Board of Examiners. He was com- 
missioned Captain Aug. 13, 1872; Commodore May 
28, 1881, and Admiral June 28, 1885, being now 
the senior officer of his rank, Rear-Admiral Luce 
succeeding to that honor upon his retirement, which 
will result in the promotion of Bancroft Gherardi to 
Rear Admiral, Wm. E. Fitzhugh to Commodore, 
Henry B. Robeson to Captain, Joshua Bishop, Com- 
mander; Benj. S. Richards, Lieut. Commander; 
David Peacock, Lieutenant; and Arthur W. Dodd; 
Lieutenant Jr. Grade. 





Another officer who entered the NavWat nearly 
the same time with Admiral Franklin, his appoint- 
ment dating five days earlier, was retired for age on 
the 25th of last May. This officer, Commander Wm. 
Gibson, while still young, won a high reputation 
in command of the little Fenimore Cooper, of the 
North Pacific Surveying and Exploring Expedition, 
commanded by the late Rear Admiral John Rod- 
gers. His survey of the Aleutian Islands, in so 
small a vessel and such dangerous waters, is a mon- 
ument to his energy, courage, and skill. His ser-

General Wm. Buel Franklin, whose active connec-' 
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the rebel war steamer Nashville was a valuable aid 
in her destruction by Captain (now Rear Admiral) 
Worden, under the guns of Fort McAllister, in 
February, 1868. He was retired a Lieutenant 
Commander April 26, 1867, promoted Commander 
on the retired list the next day, and restored to the 
active list at the request of the Department, which 
recommended his remstatement without loss of 
rank. As it happened, he was given by Congress 
the actual (not relative) rank he held at the time of 
his retirement ; and now, while his classmates are 
Admirals, he is finally retired, having reached the 
age of 62, as only a Commander. 








THE prize essay of the Naval Institute for 1887 
has been issued in a separate volume, as it well de- 
serves to be. It is by Lieutenant OC. T. Hutchins, 
U. 8S. N., and his subject is, ‘‘ The Naval Brigade: 
Its Organization, Equipment, and Tactics.” ‘The 
naval brigade is the only brigade organization which 
seems possible in the Regular Services at present, 
owing to the scattered condition of our Army and 
the transportation economies, which prevent the 
concentration of troops of the Regulars in any one 
locality. The naval brigade did excellent set vice 
during the Labor Riots in 1877, again at Alexandria, 
Egypt, in 1888, and on the Isthmus of Panama in 
1885. Our Navy is simply a military force afloat, 
and its traditions are associated with those of the 
land service, the early naval commanders being 
soldiers in command of armed ships navigated by 
sailing masters. Thorough instruction in land tac- 
tics is especially important to the ‘navy of a country 
so ill provided with organized military forces as is 
the United States. The subject considered by Lieu- 
tenant Hutchins is, therefore, in every way im- 
portant; he shows great intelligence and good sense 
in dealing with it, and his essay isin every way a 
most valuable contribution to Service literature. 
This essay appears in the current number of 
the Proceedings of the Naval Institute, No. 42, 
which also contains articles on the ‘‘ Training of 
Enlisted Men of the Engineer Force,” by Passed 
Assistant Engineer W. M. Parks; on ‘Iron and 
Steel and the Mitis Process,” by W. F. Durfee, 
M. E.; on ‘‘ A New Method for Carrying and Low- 
ering and for Detaching Boats;” also, ‘‘ A Sugges- 
tion for Defending Ships Against Anti-Mobile Tor- 
pedoes,” by Lieutenant D. H. Mahan; No. XIV. of 
Professor Munroe’s ‘‘ Notes” on the literature of 
explosives. An article on ‘‘ Electric Motors,” by 
F. J. Sprague, late Ensign, U. 8. N., and the usual 
editorial departments complete the number. In 
view of the demands our new Navy will make upon 
the abilities of our naval officers, it is encouraging 
to note the signs of mental activity and professional 
interest among them. ‘‘ Those that think must 
govern those that toil.” 





THe following details of troops of the Regular 
Army have been made to attend the National Guard 
camp and drill at Chicago: Four companies of the 
23d Infantry, from Fort Wayne, Mich.; one light 
battery, F, 4th Artillery, from Fort Snelling, Minn., 
and one troop of cavalry, from Fort Leavenworth, 
Kas. Colonel H. M. Black, 28d Infantry, has been 
detailed to command the camp, and Major Oven- 
shine, 23d Infantry, to command the infantry. In- 
fantry troops were taken from Fort Wayne instead 
of Omaha, as originally intended, for economic 
reasons. 








Tue decision of President Cleveland to award the 
contract for cruiser No. 5 to the Union Iron Works, 
of San Francisco, will commend itself to the sound 
common sense of the whole country, and furnishes 
fresh evidence of his determination to construe law 
according to the light of reason. The excellent re- 
ports from the work on the Charleston, under con- 
tract by the same firm, give more than a reasonable 
hope that in the construction (not reconstruction, 
for the old navy is not being rebuilt,) of a navy the 
Department can count upon at least one ship-yard 
on the Pacific coast capable of turning out war- 
ships of the first class at reasonable prices. Taking 
into account the well-known push and enterprise of 
the people of the Pacific Slope, and adding the ex- 
perience being gained by practice, it seems certain 
that a dangerous rival to Eastern ship-yards is in 





process of evolution at San Francisco. The result 











of the experiment with thé Charleston is watehed 
with much interest not only at home but abroad, 
the success of that vessel tending to demonstrate 
the real homogeneity of the United States in its 
protective power in a more marked’ manner than 
any event of recent years. It is worthy of note in 
this connection, that the Union Iron Works, of San 
Francisco, exist in obedience to a want of the coast, 
and in default of governmental assistance, not by 
reason of it. 








THE Philadelphia Jnguirer, adverting to the news 
from San Francisco that a grain fleet is detained 
there because of the lack of seamen, bewails the 
faxt that American sailors are fast becoming an 
extinct species. The Inquirer then goes on to say: 
** Suppose the efforts to build up a new Navy should 
prova successful and a fleet of ten fine cruisera had 
their rendezvous in San Francisco, with orders to 
sail'at once for the Sandwich Islands to counter- 
balance the influence of the French and the English 
squadrons gathering there. The commandant at 
Mar: Island has orders to man tbese ships with 
crew3 worthy to sail under the American flag, Al 
able seamen, ready and willing to stand to their 
guns against anything that floats, blow high, blow 
low. The commandant telegraphs to Washington 
that he cannot get such men nor any men at all fit 
to go to sea. In such a case what would the Gov- 
ernment do about it?’ This, it continues, ‘‘ isa 
very important question, and one that the Govern- 
meat might better set about answering at once than 
to wait until it is asked under such pressure for 
reply as above hinted at. There is some little at- 
tempt being made by the Navy to educate seamen 
for the Navy through the agency of schocl ships, 
but the annual reports transmitted to Congress do 
not indicate that any adequate results are to be 


looked for from this resort.” The remedy suggested - 


is to make the Service attractive: ‘‘Open the way 
from the forecastle to the quarterdeck. Let the 
man who enters the Service before the mast know 
that he may leave it on the Admiral’s retired list. 
Make the pay better, the quarte:s better, the rations 
better, and the treatment better. The standard of 
the sailor’s position in the Service must be lifted, 
and lifted a long way, before Americans can be in- 
duced to take ship. Commerce, manufac- 
turing, mining, railroading, journalism, and the 
professions offer the highest rewards they can give 
to the humblest apprentice who shows energy and 
capacity. When the Navy does the same it may 
attract a class of Amsrican sailors equal to any that 
ever went down to the sea in ships.” 








THe Adjutant-General of the Army and the 
Commissioner of Pensions are reported to havea 
li.tle difference of opinion on the subject of removal 
of charges of desertion against volunteer soldiers. 
General Drum generally communicates direct with 
the soldier requiring him to submit evidence, there- 
by ignoring evidence which may have becn previ- 
ously filed with a pension claim. General Black 
thinks this needless and a waste of time, heace the 
little friction. The Adjutant-General claims that 
though the Commissioner has ample time to gather 
in evidence in desertion cases, it was never intended 
that he (the Adjutant-General) should be guided by 
such evidence. The matter of removing charges of 
desertion 1s entirely within his jurisdiction, and he 
says, in effect, that he does not propose to be inter- 
fered with in the exercise of his authority by the 
Commissioner of Pensions. 








THE order recently given by the Secretary of the 
Navy in relation to the completion of the Miantono- 
moh at the Brooklyn Navy-yard will be cause for 
congratulation to many families in the vicinity, for 
by reason of the gradual completion of current 
work at this station the force has been reduced from 
time to time by discharge until in some departments 
but a corporal’s guard of laborers is left to main- 
tain a sort of skeleton organization. 








Or the current appropriation of $620,000, made 
for repairs of public buildings, construction of tem- 
porary buildings, improvement of grounds, etc., at 
established Army posts, $853,417 has been allotted 
by the authorities at Washington to the several De- 
partments, as follows: Dakota, $45,883; Platte, 
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$35,296; Missouri, $88,075 ; Texas, $35,741; Ariz- 
ona, $63,917 ; Columbia, $41,040; East, $93,465, 
In addition to this amount $125,000 has been al- 
lotted for rents, leaving $141,588 to be held in re- 
serve for emergencies and for use at independent 
posts and depots. 








THE Lieutenant-General has recommended that 
the non-commissioned officers who have passed de- 
partmental boards be ordered before a board to be 
convened at Fort Monroe, and that all thuse who 
are successful be given the usual certificate as 
“‘candidates for appointment ” to second lieutenan- 
cies. This action was taken in view of a remote 
possibility of one or two receiving appointment be- 
fore July next, and in anticipation of congressional 
legislation to provide for the remainder. The Sec- 
retary of War has not yet acted in the matter, but 
there is every reason to believe that he will ac- 
quiesce in General Sheridan’s proposition, and the 
detail for the Fort Monroe Board is being made up 
accordingly. 








THE daily papers have had a bonanza for the last 
few days iu the difficulty which recently occurred 
at Governor's Island, N. Y., between Colonel Wiull- 
iam W. Burns, of the Subsistence Department, and 
Colonel William D. Whipple, of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department, of Major General Schofield’s 
staff; both officers of rank, experience and high 
standing. The reporters of the daily papers have, 
as usual, mingled fiction with fact, and given the 
full official and personal history of the principals, 
much of which must certainly have proved umus- 
ing to them. Pruned of ornate accompaniments, 
the facts seem to be that General Burasspoke offen- 
sively to General Whipple on a subject of an en 
tirely private and trivial nature; the latter wishing 
no altercation on the subject turned away. General 
Burns in a moment of excitement struck him a 
blow on the back of the neck. General Whipple 
felt it his duty to prefer charges, and General 
Burns was placed in arrest; but early in the week 
the matter was arranged by an ample apology, so 
that the charges would not be pressed, and a court- 
martial trial was averted, and thus the matter was 
ended. The rank and distinction of both officers of 
course made the unfortunate occurrence an especial 
importance, but it is well that it is now done witb, 
and ended as it has. We were madeaware of the 
occurrence before our paper went to press last week, 
but made no mention of it beyond stating the fact 
of General Burns’s arrest. 








Now that the Bureau of Steam Engineering, 
through the appointment of Mr. Melville as En- 
gineer-in-Chief, is in the good graces of Secretary 
Whitney, it is presumed that the operations of this 
branch of the Service will become quite active 
again. The detachment of engineersand dranghts- 
men which has been on duty at Cramp’s yard at Phi- 
ladelphia,in connection with the plans of machinery 
for the 19-knot vessels, will be transferred to Wash- 
ington as soonas some minor details of the plans 
have been completed. P. A. Engineers Kafer and 
Mattice, however, will probably takea short leave 
of absence before reporting for duty. It is rumored 
tbat a draughtsman from Messrs. Cramp and Sons 
will be appointed to succeed Mr. Whiting as chief 
draughtsman of the bureau. The bureau at present 
is engaged upon the plans of machinery for the 
6,000-ton armored cruiser. The next work will 
probably be in connection with designs for ma- 
chinery of a “‘fleating ram or battery, or other naval] 
structure,” to be used for harbor defence. 








Tue report that a Nordenfeldt burst on the 
Curlew and another on the Black Prince during the 
English naval manceuvres, is ascribed to the explo- 
sion of cartridges in the hoppers of the guns, and 
this to the lightness of the blank cartridge produc- 
ing a faulty working of the passage of the cartridge 
from the hopper into the breech chamber, so that 
the flame from the detonator overlapping the end 
of the cartridge, from which the rrojectile had been 
extracted, produced a premature explosion. What- 
ever the explanation the accidents were serious, 
Four men were badly injured on the Curlew and two 
on the Black Prince. 








Tue gold and silver rifle practice badges were re- 
ceived from the Mint at Philadelphia Aug. 15, and 
immediately shipped to the several Division and De- 
partment Commanders. With the exception of the 
Departments of Columbia and Arizona, the badges 
were probably received intime for award at the 
close of the competition. 





Bets are “off”’ on the Boulanger-Ferry duel, ex- 
cept for those who have staked their money on the 
chance of there being no duel at-all. A French 
journalist explains to his readers: ‘‘ Les duellistes

This statement 
was admirably illustrated during the French Revo- 
lution, and, more recently, during the days of the 
French Commune.

THE NEW HOSPITAL CORPS. 


Tue printed circular giving the nature and scope 
of tue examinations for bospitai stewards and act- 
ing hospital stewards is due at the Surgeon Geaeral’s 
office from the Public Printer on the 20th inet. 
Copies will be distributed throughout the Army 
without delay. The vircular is in the nature of an 
addenda to; the general order prescribing regula- 
tions for the new corps, and as it bas been approved 
by the Secretury of War its provisions will bave the 
effect of regulations. It contains information on 
several points of interest, which were not clearly 
covered in the general order, in addition to the rules 
prescribed for the examination. It provides that 
any — steward now in the service whe 
desires to transferred to the corps will be at once 
examined and transferred if successful. The h>s- 
pital stewards in service March Ist, 87, become, by 
virtue of the act of that date, hospital stewards of 
the hospital corps. Those whose aggregate ce 
as hospital stewards is less than twenty years shall 
ve examined before re eulistment; those of twenty 
years or more will not be examined. 

The written questions for these examinations will 
be prepared by an officer on duty mm the Surgeon 
General's office and will be sent in confidential vom- 
munications to the buards which will be convened 
at the various posts. The avswers to the questions 
will be submitted to this officer, who will prepare 
the markings trom which the Surgeon Geveral will 
arrange the names of the candidates on a merit-roll 
in the order of their relative standing. Appoint- 
— will be made in regular order from this merit- 
roll. 

It is estimated that the corps when completed and 
ereanized according to the terms of the general 
order will consist of nearly 600 men of the several 
grades. The increase in the hospital stewards pox 
m the service, under the new organization, will 
number twenty, and in acting hospital stewards 
over the second class hospital stewards (now acting 
hospital stewards), between seventy and cighty. 
fhe force at present consists ef one hundred and 
thirty-five hospital stewards and forty-one acting. 
The posts which will gain a hospital steward under 
the new arrangementare: Forts Assinniboine, Mont.; 
Bayard. N. M.; Buford, Dak.; Custer, Mont.; D. A. 
Rassel!l, Wyo.; Douglass, Utah; Du Chesne; Keogh, 
Mont.; Leavenworth, Kas.; Niobrara, Neb.; Omaha, 
Neb.; Supply, I. T.; Thomas, Arizona, and Yates, 

k.; Presidio,California; San Antonio, Texas; Van- 
couver Barracks and Washington Barracks. Forts 
Meade, Dak., and Clark, Tex., wll gain two each. 

The manuscript of manual for driil, both for in- 
spection for bearers and ambulance drill, is now 
being ae by one of Gen. Moore's assistants, 
and will be issued as early as possible. 

The form of the monthly report of the hospital 
steward will be issued in a few days. 

It is understood that the authorities will ask Con- 
gress this Winter to appropriate money for extra 
duty pay to privates of the corps.

Tunez American Association for the Advancement 
of Scienee listened on Monday toa presentation of 
the claims to public attention of the Nicaragua Ship 
Canal. The views of Comdr. Henry CU. Taylor, U. 
8. N., who opened the discussion, have already 
been fully presented herein the paper which we 
published with a mapin the Journat of Oct. 16, 
1886. 

Engr. R. E. Peavy next spoke about the engineer- 
ing features of the canal, Surg. John F. Bransford 
read what be called “Climatic and Sanitary” notes 
on the canal route, aud a valuable paper was read 
by Mr. J. W. Miller, general manager of the Provi- 
dence and Stonington Steamship Co., and Jate of the 
U. 8. Navy. Mr. Miller gave an interesting review 
ot Isthmus exploration, with a view toa ship canal 
with especial reference to the Nicaragua route. Fol- 
1owing this be said : 


In the early days of October in the year 1870, 
a moderate-sized steamer, drawing 10 feet of 
water, left this port. Following that steamer 
on her Southern voyage, we would have found her, 
witbin a month, anchored in an inland sea within 
1l miles of the Pacific Ocean. A sailor going aloft 
upon the mast of that steamer would, at the height 
of 41 feet, have been above the summit of the divide 
bet ween the vesse] and the Pacific, and might bave 
seen a vessel at anchor 1 the Beto roadstead. Gen- 
tlemen of the Association, does not that bring bome 
to you the feasibility of cutting through that low 
barrier, or deepening the outlet to the eastward, so 
that the fleets of the world may no longer be buf- 
feted by tbe winds of Cape Horn, and the tempests 
of Austral latitudes? 

Ihave been on that steamer’s deck at that ver~ 
spot. Several yearsafterward I was, for 112 days, 
out of sight of all land, trying to reach New York 
from San Franeisco; not a day passed but I said to 
myself, how weak isthe power of the 19th century 
if it cannot, in the interests of commerce, in the 
name of humanity,in the cause of universal ead- 
vancement, solve the secret of the strait at Nica- 
ragua. 

magining ourselves once more on the steamer’s 
deck, there would be within a distance of 20 miles to 
the northward and westward, oneof the richest 
countries of the globe. Three miles from the lake 
are the indigo plantations of Rivas; the pilas or 
dams for soaking the plant, built of the lime with 
which the locality abounds, the concrete is as 
smooth as porcelain, as bard as marble, and as old as 
the Spanish conquest. Further on are the cocoa 
lantations, as valuable as they are beautiful; while 
ere and there in the vicinity of the towns are the 
sugar Haciendas and the coffee lahds, interspersed 
with farms devoted to the culture of the plantain, 
the bananas and the orange. 

Turning from the shore and steaming out into the 
open water, the great lake impresses us with the 
magnificence of its proportions. Anchoring under 
the lee of Ometepec, that island towers a perfect 
cone, tor 5,200 feet above the vessel, its base clothed 
with perennial verdure, its summit hidden in the 
dark drifts of the Eastern trade winds. 

But scenery is not a necessary adjunct to a canal. 
Let us therefore see what are the practical benefits 
accruing from the lake. It1s first to be noted that 
the Central American Cordilleras exist in one un- 
broken chuin the entire length of the Isthmus, but 
at one point and that point near Rivas they sink to 
the lowest elevation on the Amvrican continent be- 
coming simply hills which skirt the Pacific shore. 
But as the mountains lose their altitude, the valleys 
to the eastward gainin depth, forming a basin into 
which the mountains of Costa Rica and Nicaragua 
9 el the vast amount of water drain from their lofty 
sides. 

This basin is known as the Lake of Nicaragua or 
Granada. It covers an area 100 miles long by 40 
broad ; is in places over 100 fathoms deep; contains 
a channel, from its eastern to its western extremity, 
capable of floating the largest ships; is only 100 feet 
above the ocean; and by reason of its magnitude, 
is subject to none of those extreme changes of level so 
hg in all small bodies of water situated in the 


pics.

rising. Flowing through a narrow valley the greater 
part of the distance with an average depth to-day 
of 40 feet ey | the last 18 miles, with no large 
streams swelling its current, a dam of 52 feet is per- 
fectly practicable at San Carlos. This built we have 
continuous lake navigation for 130 miles; leaving 
only 40 miles of actual vanal. 1 emphasize this point 
as oue of the objections raised against Nicaragua is 
the length of the route. Every seafaring wan will 
acknowledge that the 180 miles of smooth, fresh 
water navigation would be preferable to the Gulf of 
Mexico “‘northers” and tropical calms obtaining 
Dorth and south of Nicaragua, beyond the trade 
wind belt. Commanders of iron vessels also know 
what advantage there will bein ridding their ships 
from barnacles. 

Here, then, we have a reserv>ir capable of sup- 
plying a uniform and inexhaustible amount of 
water, the gauges of the San Juan showing a flow 
of over nite hundred million cubic feet per day. 
Over and above these advant there i an- 
other of great importance. The lake divides the 
canal into two distinct sections, and consequently 
eliminate any danger from a “ block,” vessels bemg 
locked directly up to the lake where they can re- 
main quietly at anchor, in fresh water, loading un-

Shi 
building industries, factories and dock yards will 
line the lake where the fleets of the world will meet. 
Cities will spring up where villages exist to-day. No 
longer will a ship canal be consi a passage way 
from ocean to ocean. The pubdlic mind will cease to 
vouple the idea of Isthmian transit with an African 
desert, a malarial Panama or a mountainous Tehu- 
antepec. There may !e times when the ingenuity 
of man sbould take up the fight even against nature 
and conquer obstacles almost superbuman. Nosuch 
struggle is demanded at Nicaragua. Providence 
gives us the inland sea with all its advantages. It is 
for us to develop them when we are worthy the 
legacy. Whatever therefore the Bosphorus is to 
Europe, the Red Sea to {ndia, much more will the 
Lake of Nicara be to America. 

{t bas been ¢ ah 4 demonstrated that the canal 
can be built fer $75,000,000, and that it will pay 6 per 
cent. on a capital of $300,000,000. 

“Jf this be so,” it may beasked, “ why has the 
work not been begun?” First: the times were not 
ripe for any large undertaking in a foreign country, 
public conceru in the merc t marine bas been 
dormant, and only during the jast few years bas the 
tonnage, which would use the canal, been sufficient 
to warrant the immense outlay, Second: a natrow 
conception of self-interest has centred the commer- 
cial mind of the United States upon internal im- 
provement. 

If we go baek to ante-bellum days, we see the 
whole country moved by ideas tending to the spread 
of American influence, and the supremacy of the 
United States in Central America and Cuba. The 
sentiment was good, but too much connected with 
the expansion of slavery to find favor in the North. 
Then followed the Civil War and beth sides were for 
four years unable to consider anything but the life 
aud death struggle of the Republic. After the fall 
of the Confederacy the reaction commenced. The 
strife of self-ambition reasserted itself. Men found 
relief from their strong patriotic tension in seeking 
individual gain. .He was tbe best citizen who made 
two dollars grow where one grew before. The gol- 
den age of our prepay must soon begin its his- 
toric devadence, unles? elevated thoughts, rational 
ideas, and ennobling deeds dominate. That they 
are beginning to reign is shown in the interest taken 
by the better clases in politics, in Civil Service Re- 
form, in the renewal of the Navy and merchant 
marine and in many other ways. Amoug them is 
the regard manifested for an interoceanic canal, 
during the past year, by the Government and the 
moneyed men of the country. One of the circum- 
stances which has given an impetus to the question 
is the fact that we must providean asylum on this 
continent for the immigrant who is overcrowdiug 
the United States. America must find a home for 
the Itahan and citizen of Southern Europe. Where 
is a better one than at Nicaragua? 

The westward course of empire cannot be ar- 
rested until the whole hemisphere is develo - Bat 
by whom? Certainly not by us, if we fail to pre- 
vent foreign nations from aecomplishing the upion 
of the two oeeans. Frauce has tried without suc 
cess. Germany with her large fleet of merchant 
steamers already in the West Indies, stands ready to 
cut through Nicaragua. The nation that rules the 
canal rules the Atlantic and Pacific, and in time to 
come will rule the Continent. The civilization of 
twenty centuries looks down upon Suez controlled, 
as it should be, by England. Posterity in the near 
future should see Nicaragua one of the States of a 
continental republic, not coerced by us through 
force of arms, or by annexation, but because policy 
and international sentiment demand a closer union 
of friendship and amity.

FREQUENT PAYMENTS FOR THE ARMY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue Line of the Army owes the JOURNAL a great 
many thanks for its efforts rowards securing a more 
frequent payment of the troops than the regula- 
tions have heretofore provided for.

In the opposition to the change, developed in cer- 
tain quarters, the writer is rewinded of some of the 
comments called eut upon the occasion of the adop- 
tion of the present white facings for the uniform of 
the Infantry arm. Notwithstanding white bas beep 
a prominent feature in the —— uniforms of 
every country since uniforms were first worn, the 
change to that color in our service was on all sides 
condemned in unmeasured terms as utterly imprac- 
ticable, and all sorts of disasters and a speedy re- 
turn to the time-hopored light blue, * which would 
not show dirt.”’ was predicted.

THE MARCH OF THE TWENTY-SECOND. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Now THAT the smoke of our burning has pre 
well blown —- and the blisters are nearly healed, 
have you room for a few words from the standpoint 
of a 22d non-com.? Your readers know, I think, 
that overcoats and knapsacks were taken up by 
wagon. I think the experiment has pretty well de- 
monstrated the inadequacy of a haversack to carry 
change of underclothes and one day’s rations. Per- 
sonally, 1 had rather carry twice the weight m a 
good, collapsible knapsack, banging from the 
shoulders, and low down on the back. 

The belt is simply a nuisance, and the present 
cartridge-box a failure. Let us have, as soon as 
may be, a belt with cartridge pockets, and the 
equipments and knapsack hung to the shoulders by 
a “harness.” The leggipgs are a great aot 
ment. They can be wasbed clean with a scrubbing- 
brush, and if allowed to dry out flat do not crumple. 
The pieces answered pretty well. I saw no case 
where a bath of kerosine would not put breech- 
block and tumblers into working order, but in a 
balf-cleaned Remington the extractor gives over 
work entirely. The radical weakness of this lock 
and the absurd calibre of the piece have always 
been noted and disliked. The present issue is about 
played out. Cannot the State afford us a Spring- 
field ? 

It would seem that the regiment is to be congratu- 
lated on its luck. To make a wet march through 
roads gullied ten inches deep by hillside brooks and 
have. practically, no sick, is almost unheard of. 
Say 20 per cent. suffered from blistered feet, a neces- 
sity considering the march through pouring rain. 
The linen bands, smeared with tallow, of the Rus- 
sian Service, proved the very best thing; but they 
are not drying, like salt and alum, or potato-water; 
they simply enable a man to waik whose feet are 
too sore to walk without them. As a matter of 
hygiene, most of this soreness might have been 
averted by camping near runnivg water the first 
night. The old soldier lets his clothes dry on him, 
and his feet take care of themselves, and “ne’er a 
boddle the waur,’”’ but green hands ought to have 
the chance to avert inflammation by a good wash. 
Commissariat was mostly milk. Lf, in the mouth of 
the enlisted man, meat is *‘ cbuck,”’ and milk, “ flop,”’ 
then there wus asuperfluity of “ flop’’ and an ab- 
sence of **chuck.”” This is a mere question of * pré- 
voyance.”’ : 

The camp work of the regiment was noticeably 
that of instruction. With due deference to the State 
authorities, from whom I understand the hours of 
duty were received, { cannot help remarking that 
the time for policing streets, and, in general, all time 
allowed between musicians call and the beat, was 
too short. The men can get their work done inside 
the appointed time on Thursday or Friday well 
enough, but how about the first three days? This is 
distinctly a camp of instruction. We want two 
weeks’ instruction, and a brigade encampment. 
Also, the company drill before breakfast is an un- 
mitigated nuisance. We all of us know that an un- 
drilled company, dumped into Peekskill, is not 
going to learn its drill thus. The men would be bet- 
ter satisfied to give up an hour of their afternoons 
to this same drill, and take the morning for tidying 
up their quarters. 

Work done compares favorably with former years. 
Rather more outpost duty in 1 but balanced by 
intrenching work this year. The Signal Corps ap- 
plied a pretty bard test to some 6,000 feet of wire 
furnished by the Okonite Co., laying it over tents, 
roads, trees, and through cow-yards. This is the 
insulated wire used in the Lehigh Valley by the 
Railway Telegraph Co., and is the same which has 
been furnished to the Army—a man carrying a reel 
on bis back in a sort of frame and paying out as de- 


sired. The — of the country kindly cut it for 
us ee night with a file. his was, indeed, 
thoughtful. 


If there 1s any noticeable criticism to make, I de- 
sire to call attention to the want of finish, or, to put 
it broadly, a slight lack of “get up and git.” It 
should be remembered that our Colonel succeeds 
one of tbe oldest and most magnetic commanders in 
the Guard, that even “our Jo” would not have 
dared to work the men in his first year as he did in 
his tenth, and that while our commander has the 
hearty respect and esteem of every mewber, he is,

GENERAL SHERIDAN’S OPINION OF THE CAMP. 


General Sheridan's impressions of the camp were given in 
a conversation reported by the correspondent of the Public 
Ledger, in the course of which the veteran General said: 
“ Three years ago I inspected and reviewed the division at 
Gettysburg. It then presented a very creditabie appearance, 
and showed faithful and intelligent work on the part of its 
officers. It has been ly improved since then. The im- 
provement has not been made in spots, but is general in offi- 
cers and men, and is made apparent in every integral part of 
the entire division. The officers show a knowledge of their 
duties, the men are better ‘set up,’ the camps well arran 
and policed, and every thing in and about the encampment 
showed a degree of order and regularity that is rarely found 
in encampments of citizen soldiers. In this respect the en- 
campment of the Pennsylvania Guard compared fi:vorably 
with ihat of any regular troops I have ever seen at home or 
abroad, and it showed that one of the most important duties 
of troops in the field had been learned by the guardsmen, 
namely, to take care of themselves. 

“In discipline, I iave never seen troops equal to the Penn- 
sylvania Guard. A division consisting of 8.40 men, that can 
place in the field and maintain there for seven days 96 per 
cent. of its num 1 strength, whose hospital and guard- 
house reports show so few names that they are hardly worth 
mentioning ia this connection, is certainly an organization 
that shows not only a high degree of mihtary discipline, 
but a feeling of ardor and enthusiasm among the men that 
would insure the very best results should an emergency 
arise requiring their services. You cannot obtain for any 
regular army such material as composes the Pennsylvania 
National Guard. Asarule, they are young men ot educa- 
tion, many of them ng large pecuniary means. The 
military spirit 1s natural with them. They yield readily and 
cheerfully to discipline because they know its importance 
and necessity,and when called upon discharge their duty 
with conscientiousness because it is duty. ony | State 
possesses this material, and if each would do what Pennsyl- 
vacia is doing the Government would have a force of troops

A BRITISH OPINION OF THE ALABAMA. 


“Tus Alabuma,” writes Admiral Semmes, * not 
only alarmed the enemy, but she alarmed all the 
other nations of the earth which bad commerce 
afloat, as they could vot be sure that a similar 
scourge, at some future time, might not be let loose 
against themselves.” That is true, and the remark 
is a trenchant commentary on the short-sightedness 
of the British Government io dealin —_ the ship. 
For what were and are the facis 8 power 
whose existence depends upon her arias! “sr 
should never have tted the Alabama, o 

no matter for whom she raided, to ‘sail 
the seas foraday. After she stole out of the "Mersey 
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by dint of deception, and lly after she turned 
up as a “man-of-war,” the British Government 
should have sei: her wherever found, and have 
made a point of seizing her. She was a ship whose 
bases of eperation were n:utral ports. Save for the 
connivance of the English and French authorities, 
she could uot bave carried on her cruises. Is it for 
the interest of England that a nation without ports 
should have a navy; that a ship with an imperfect 
status, sent out by a government which none of the 
powers would recognize further than to accord it 
lligerent rights should be free to roam tbe seas; 
taking commercial craft, boarding or burning them 
because she had no ports into which she could car 
prizes, harassing neutrals, and actually landing pri- 
souers in neutral ports? It is not; and England 
may still live to lament that her vernment in 
sacrificed the most precious British interest to 
the clamors of faction and the prejudices of the 
hour. If the Alabama, honestly leaving the Mer- 
sey. could have been delivered to the Confederate 
Government in a confederate port, and had issued 
thence to take und destroy, we should have bad less 
to say. Yet evev then a sagacious government 
might well bave considered whether a man-of-war 
should be allowed to use veutral ports, not as a 


refuge from distress, but as the bases of destructive Mi 


operations, the whole of her cruises ay designed 
op the assumption that she could enter these ports 
and use them just as freely as if they were her own 
1t 1s @ grave question, especially as naval warfare in 
future will depend upon coal. Lord Palmerston’s 
government should have taken ins in 1862 to 
establish a precedent adverse to the existence and 
couduct of such ships as the Alabama.

The result 
of these and other changes has been a reduction in 
weight carried of about 100 tons. In the interval 
between the commencement and completion of this 
vessel extra weight was added as follows, viz.: Ma- 
chinery, 106, substitution of ordinary type for loco- 
motive type boilers; increase of armament, 135; 
complement, 30; increased weight of hull, 130— 
total, 415 tons. In the design the belt was to be 3 ft. 
8m. above the level of the water. This extra weight 
has increased the draught by 11 in. and reduced 
the height of the belt to 2 ft. 34g in. The coal bunk- 
ers have a capacity of 1,130 tonsin the design. The 
normal coal supply was increased from 400 tons to 
900 tons. This supply gives the vessel a combination 
uf speed and coal endurance in excess of any war 
vessel of similar tonnage afloat, but immerses the 
belt 19 im. more.

THE bent cutlasses have made their appearance in 
the House of Commons, writes a London correspon- 
dent. Sir John Adye, formerly Surveyor-General of 
Ordnance, who is alleged to be responsible for the 
defective arms, very nearly became their victim. 
The Government in the person of Mr. Stanhope 
stood up for Sir Jobn Adye and so did Liberal ex- 
officials. Yet he barely esoaped what would have 
been equivalent toa vote of censure. A motion to 
reduce bis salary was lost by only 13 votes. Sir John 
Adye’s cutlasses are not his only mistake. But he is 
a favorite with the Horse Guards and was never 
thrown over.
